The famed Jack Knight was his 
closest competitor, until Knight 
retired 
from active flying 
six 
years ago. 
Then there has been 
none 
to challenge Lee 
for the 
title. 
When Lee last totalled up his 
logged 
flying 
time, 
it 
totalled 
more than 23,000 hours which is 
estimated to represent 3,4.50,000 
miles. (Anyone who wants to fig­ 
ure how many round trips to the 
moon that would be can do so— 
and welcome). 
Lee flew on the 
first scheduled mail run in this 
country. 
That run was establish­ 
ed between New York and Wash­ 
ington in May, 19 18. 
Lee was 
among 
the 
civilian 
pilots 
who 
took over the assignment from 
army pilots in May of that same 
year. 
During 
his years 
of service, 
Lee has seen the commercial air 
line mileage grow to 9 8 million 
miles a year.

Illinois employers subject to the 
Federal 
unemployment 
tax will 
lose their right to full 9 0 per cent 
offset credit against that tax for 
the year 19 42 unless all payments 
due to the State under the Illinois 
Unemployment Compensation Act 
for 19 42 are made by Jan uary 31, 
State Director of Labor Francis 
B. Murphy stated today. 
“The 9 0 per cent offset credit 
allowed employers against the 3 
per cent 
Federal 
unemployment 
tax cannot be taken by 
an 
em­ 
ployer unless he has paid in full 
and on time contributions due un ­ 
der the State Unemployment Com­ 
pensation Act.” Director Murphy 
w-arned. “Since Jan uary 31 is the 
deadline for fourth quarter 19 42 
wage record reports and contribu­ 
tions under the Illinois law-, it is 
also the deadline for effecting full 
savings on the Federal tax . 
“Additional ex pense on the Fed­ 
eral tax is not the only item in­ 
volved for an employer who fails 
to submit fourth quarter 19 12 re­ 
ports and contributions by Jan uary 
31. The State Act provides for the 
assessment of penalties at the rate 
of 2 per cent for each month, or 
portion of a month, reports are 
delayed. In terest charges at the 
rate of 1 per cent per month also 
must be added to contributions not 
received on time. Furthermore, un ­ 
der ex perience rating, delinquent 
contributions may affect adversely 
the rate at which an employer may 
be required to contribute during 
19 43,” Murphy added. 
Liability Ex plained 
Under the Illinois law. employ­ 
ers, generally, who have six or 
more persons in employment in 
any 20 weeks during a calendar 
year are liable and must submit 
reports and contributions quarter­ 
ly. 
The 
Federal 
Unemployment 
Tax Act covers employers with 
eight or more workers in employ­ 
ment on each of some 20 days in 
a tax able year, each day being in 
a different calendar week. 
All checks covering contribu­ 
tions under the Illinois law should 
be made payable to the Director of 
Labor and mailed to the Division 
of Placement and Unemployment 
Compensation, Merchandise Mart, 
Chicago. Federal tax es are pay­ 
able to the Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the district.

population registered at the time 
of World War I. 
“It is only the growth of the to­

population 
which,

with the present birth rate,

resulted

ago.” the statisticians ex plain. 
In fact, they point out that the 
United States child population un-

It ! months in order to pay a tax whose very size he 
is evil not because it limits a man to $25,000 clear, i cannot sruess until the saving period is almost over, 
but because It gives government the power to de 
cide how much a man shall earn. 
It ought to be clear that if the government as­ 
sumes power to say a man shall not have more 
than $25.000 a year in clear salary, then it also can 
assume power to say that a man shall not have 
more than $2,500 a year—and most of us either 
hope to achieve that figure, or have reached it al­ 
ready. 
Such a power gives the government a sort 
if blank check to draw against the incomes of or­ 
dinary men, and encourages government in spending 
more than it ought to spend—knowing it-ha s com­ 
plete control over every man's income. 
Of course, this is a democracy a t present. 
A 
$25,000 limitation does not threaten the purse of the 
little man directly and immediately. 
A drastic lim­ 
itation, such as a rule that no man can net more 
than $2,500 salary, or $1.500 salary, would be con­ 
sidered by almost everybody as a degree of tyranny. 
People in a democracy could not be expected to tyr­ 
annize over themselves through their elected repre­ 
sentatives. 
People never tyrannize over themselves, but 
twice in the history of France, once in Russia, once 
in ancient Rome, once in Germany and once in mod­ 
ern Italy, they permitted erection of a government 
structure which seized complete power and did its 
own tyrannizing. 
Early in his own incumbency the 
presidency of our own United States remarked that 
we have built up instrumentalities of power which, 
IN OTHER HANDS, might be dangerous. 
How 
do we know when those powers he mentioned in 
his first administration, and others which have been

as an imperialistic one. on both 
sides, from which the peoples have 
nothing to gain but misery, sta r­ 
vation. oppression and death.

We point out that in 
Europe this means that the war 
can have only the effect of plac­ 
ing the Socialist revolution on the 
order of business as a practical 
question.” 
Browder 
was 
not 
then 
as 
strongly opposed to fascism as an 
evil as to approve a war to ob­ 
literate it. Some American 
edi­ 
tors and statesmen lately 
have 
flinched from the possibility that 
Communism may succeed fascism, 
from which it is indistinguishable, 
on continental Europe and men­ 
tion qf this possibility is deplored 
and even suppressed. Yet on the 
word of the boss Communist of 
the United States, the Socialist 
revolution is now on the order of 
business in Europe. 
In another document issued by 
the New York Communist pub­ 
lishing house in February, 1940, 
entitled "I Didin't Raise My Boy 
to Be a Soldier for Wall Street,” 
Elizabeth Gurley

DIVIDEND IN< OMF 
Among the forms of income re­ 
ceived by many taxpayers is that 
of dividends. 
Because of the wide 
distribution of investment secur­ 
ities. many persons haw income 
of this character, even though of­ 
ten smll in amount. 
Such income 
must be reported for Federal in­ 
come tax purposes 
to the extent 
that it represents taxable income. 
Income from dividends is en­ 
tered on line 2 of the return Form 
1040. 
Dividends in general repre­ 
sent distributions of earnings an d 
profits by a corporation or as­ 
sociation to its shareholders, and 
constitutes 
taxable 
income. 
In 
certain cases, however, such as 
the liquidation of a bank or other 
corporation, dividends may repre­ 
sent a distribution of 
the share­ 
holders' original investment, an d 
to that extent would not consti­ 
tute income, but a return of orig­ 
inal 
capital, 
and 
accordingly 
would not be taxable. 
In certain cases, 
also, such as 
that of mining companies declar­ 
ing dividends out of depletion re­ 
serves, fhe dividend may repre­ 
sent wholly or partially a return 
of investment. 
Persons receiving 
dividends of this character are us­ 
ually advised by 
the corporation 
as to the amount which it consid­ 
ers to be non-taxable as a return 
of capital. 
It is appropriate for 
the taxpayer 
to enter in his re­ 
turn the amounts received in ac­ 
cordance with the advice by the 
corporation, 
but 
it 
should be 
borne in mind that the determina­ 
tion of the taxation amount may 
be subject to revision as a result 
of official audit 
of the corpora­ 
tion’s return. 
Dividends on shares accounts in 
Federal savings and loan associa­ 
tions on shares 
issued 
prior to 
March 28, 1942, are exempt from 
normal tax, but must be included 
in surtax net income for surtax 
purposes. Dividends on shares ac­ 
counts with respect to shares is­ 
sued cm or after March 28. 1943, 
are subject to bothe normal tax 
and surtax. 
For taxpayer on a cash basis, 
that is. 
reporting 
income as re­ 
ceived, and expenses as paid, div­ 
idend income is reported as re­ 
ceived when the dividend check is 
received, irrespective of when the 
taxpayer- may cash the check.

New York, Jen. 22.— (Special) — 
Form er President H erbert Hoover 
called for abandonment of retail 
price ceilings on food in an ad­ 
dress prepared for delivery here 
last night before the national in­ 
dustrial conference board. The ad­ 
dress was broadcast over a nation- 
| wide networjc 
Hoover asserted th a t food price 
! control methods now being applied 
are seriously lim iting production. 
He said th a t acute shortages of 
j m eat and fats now ex ist and that 
j "unless we can q uickly realize and 
q uickly reverse these lim iting fore- 
j es there are dangers to the conduct 
I of th o w ar.?— 
- 
The form er president and food 
adm inistrator during the World 
| war said th at other forces curtail- 
| ing food production are shortages 
of farm labor and machinery . He 
demanded th at agriculture be en­ 
visioned as a munitions industry 
| and th at the farm er be given men 
! and tools so he can do his part. 
Key to Pro ductio n 
Hoover said th at sy stem s of 
I frozen retail price ceilings on food 
and "farm parities” arc not-adapt- 
ed to problems of w ar production 
because they cannot single out and 
give premiums on production of 
the things we m ost need in parallel 
with the shifting demands of war. 
j He emphasized th a t pricey domi- 
] nate production and can either 
stim ulate or stifle it. 
“The first reform needed is to 
abandon retail price ceiling on food 
and to substitute the alternative 
methods developed in 
the 
last 
w ar,” he said. "T hat method is to 
fix prices as near the farm as pos­ 
sible. And they can then be fix ed 
to stim ulate production 
of 
the 
things we need. The consum er can 
be more effectively and more sim­ 
ply protected by regulating the 
turnover and profits of the food 
processor and the m arkups of the 
wholesaler and retailer.” 
Increa ses Higher Tha n 19 17 
He said th a t food prices have 
risen about 16 per cent since retail 
price ceilings were partially ap­ 
plied a y ear ago and 9 per cent 
since they were fully applied, a 
slightly larger rise 
than 
took 
place during the first y ear of food 
control in the last w ar under other 
methods. 
Hoover suggested th a t all func­ 
tions of price control should be 
vested in the secretary of agricul­ 
ture, who ‘‘alone can direct prices 
so as to secure production and 
protect the consum er.” 
Dra stic Steps Urged 
D rastic steps for solution of the 
farm labor problem were suggested 
by the form er president* He said 
drafting of labor from the farm s 
into the arm y and into munitions 
factories should be halted a t once 
and large and tem porary im por­ 
tations of 
Mex ican 
farm 
labor 
should be made. He proposed th at 
the arm y adopt the European plan 
of furloughing farm boy s for the 
few months of peak planting and 
harvest and th a t such men remain 
under m ilitary direction, drawing 
both the arm y and the farm ers’ 
pay . 
Fo o d Seco nd Only to Wa r 
Building up our flocks and herds 
is of param ount importance. Hoov­ 
er said, lam enting th at the present 
trend 
is 
to w a r d 
destruction 
through slaughter of breeding and 
diary stock. He said th a t during 
the World w ar cur hog population 
increased 22 per cent, our beef 
cattle 27 per cent, and our milch 
cows 10 per cent.

The Collector of Internal Revenue hag previously held th a t Illi­ 
nois tax pay ers need not produce sales slips or receipts in order to 
claim deductions from 19 12 income tax pay m ents for am ounts add­ 
ed to the price of merchandise because of the Illinois Retailers Oc­ 
cupational tax ex pense if the deductions claimed are reasonable. 
To help Illinois tax pay ers determine w hat m ay be considered 
"reasonable deductions” his organization has prepared the attached 
unofficial chart.

The figures used in the chart are only average and m ake no al­ 
lowances for variations in individual tax returns. 
The use of this 
chart is no guarantee th a t the tax pay er will not be called for proof 
or ex planation by the Collector of Internal Revenue. 
Obviously the Collector of Internal Revenue can not approve 
any specific form ula because of the m any individual variations and 
ex emptions. 
However, the ch art has been shown to ex perts of the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue and we are given to believe th a t the 
chart meets the req uirem ents of "reasonable deductions” which is 
the B ureau’s m ost specific definition of Occupational Tax allow­ 
ances in the absence of receipts for all am ounts paid because of 
the tax . 
Every tax pay er's return is an individual m atter between him 
and the Collector of Internal Revenue, subject to checking and re­ 
q uests for proof of claim. 
Our best inform ation is, however, th a t 
if the tax pay er stay s within the broad lim its suggested in our chart 
th a t he will be adjudged fair both to himself and the Collector of 
Internal Revenue. 
This organization is interested in m aking public a general for­ 
mula because of the increasing req uests being made to stores for 
the am ounts paid by custom ers during the past y ear because of Re­ 
tailer’s Occupational Tax ex pense. 
Such req uests can not be granted 
for two reasons: 
1. To check back over a y ear’s purchases, segregating the item s 
on which an additional charge was paid would req uire a clerical staff 
bey ond the present available manpower. 
2. Such tabulation, even if available, would be of doubtful 
value, in the opinion of ex perts, in establishing the validity of deduc­ 
tions which the Collector of Internal Revenue regarded as "unrea­ 
sonable.” 
A fam ily of m oderate income spends its money for so m any dif­ 
ferent item s on which an additional charge is made th a t store pur­ 
chases represent on the average, less than 30 per cent of the total. 
The other 70 per cent goes for such item s as automobile ex pense, 
fuel, the m ajor item of food, and m any others. 
If receipts can not 
be shown for the 70 per cent it is obvious th at the receipts for the 
30 per cent will not prove the tax pay ers case. 
People who w ant to m ake an ex act check on the am ounts paid 
by them because of the R etailer's Occupational Tax ex pense should 
get sales receipts after every purchase and save those receipts. 
This, 
presum ably , is the best way to prove an allowable deduction bey ond 
the lim its set up in our tabulation. 
We are also given to believe th a t tax pay ers who claim deduc­ 
tions higher than those listed in our chart on the plea th a t they 
bought an automobile, furnished a home, or had other ex traordinary 
ex pense, will have such claim s denied on the presum ption th a t the 
ex traordinary ex pense was made possible because the tax pay er cut 
down on otherwise norm ally tax able purchases, so th a t it averages 
out.
